Dr. Jobnson said: It is easier to know that a cake is bad than to makea good 


one. I hadatiny quantity of material which, by dint of much rolling, I might have ' 


expanded into broad, flat unsubs‘antial whole. I preferred, however, to make of 
my little piece of dough a little cake, small and therefore less pretentious. Lam 
afraid tha’ even in this concentrated form it will prove flavourless and indigestible 
but the cook must be blamed, not the material. 

I have neither the time nor intention to consider the various operations con- 
noted with the preparation of unleavened Passover cakes ; the kneading, the in- 
gredients, the curious regulations regarding the water used, such precautions ss 
carefully watching the ovens, Those who are inclined to connect some of these 
customs with the practices of non-Jewish peoples will find some interesting facts o® 
all these topics; bat what I wish to speak of now is the shape and form of Passover

‘ ‘The Christian emblems which figure in the celebration of the Euctarist or 
Lord's Supper were, of course, derived from the ceremonies of the Passover eve. The

indeed leavened cakes seem to have been‘introduced solely as a protest against certain 
so-called Judaising tendencies.

In 
the Coptic Church, for example, the legend written was “Holy,! holy! holy 
is the Lord of Hosts.” Now, in a Latin work, Roma Subterranea, about 1650, 
a statement is ma‘e which seems to imply that the Passover cakes of the Jews 
were also marked with crosses, Whatoan have led to this notion?

HAND-IN-HAND AND WIDOWS’ INSTITUTION. 


On Sunday last the Aunual General Meeting of the contributors {o the Hand-in- 

dand Widows’ Home Institution was held at the Home, 23, Well Street, Hackney, 
Mr. E. ly. Franklin, President, ia the chair. The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the Report and Balance-sheet, referred to the services which had been rendered to 
the Insti:ution by the late President, Mr. Benjamin L. Cohen, and said that during his 
tenure of office the amalgamation of the two charities had been brought to a most 
euccessful issue. With a decreased expenditure, the personal comforts of the 
inmates had not been reduced, and the Committee had been enabled to fund nearly 
all the legacies which had been received. The late President had material! y assisted 
in bringing about the abolition of the voting system, a change which resulted in 
candidates being selected om the merits of the cases rather than by plurality of votes. 
That the change was popular with the poorer classes was amply proved by the fact 
that aconsiderably larger number of candidates had applied for admission since the 
voting system had heen abolished. 

Mr, Joun Hargis, ©.C.,in seconding the motion, said he regretted having 
ed the abolition of the voting system. 

r, Lewis EMANUEL, in supporting the motion, said that it was advisable that 
the public should be made aware of the methods which were pursued under the new 
system. At the last selection of candidates, an Investigating Committee had been 


appointed, among the members of which the twenty applications had been india- 


criminately distribated. Domiciliary visits were pa'd by two members of the 
Investigating Committee to every applicant for admission, concerning whom every | 
possible enquiry was made as to past history, present condition, and means of sap- 
port. Independent and collateral enquiries were also made of the Board of 
Guardians, Ministers, and any person who would probably be ia a position to give 
rcliable information. Every ivdividual case was fairly, equitably and impartially 
considered, and the Investigating Committee was impressed far more by tho general 
worthiness, than by the present poverty of the applicant. The last report 
with the recommendations of the Investigating Committee were unanimously 
adopted by the GeneralCommittee, | 

Mr. BENJAMIN L. CoHEN congratulated the President upon the reduction 
which had been secured in the cost per inmate since he had accepted office. If the 
namber inthe Home were larger the aliqiot cost would be still further diminished, 
and he believed that the Institution could with advantage be extended, not as the 
Honorary Secretary would desire for the admission of incurables, but for a greater 
number of the present class who benefited by the existence of the Charity. He had 
placed no reliance upon the fears of thoss who con-idered that the finances of the 
Charity would be unfavourably prejudiced by the abjlition of the voting system, 
and he was glad to observe that th: annual sarscriptions had not diminished. Not 
only could he congratulate the Chairman upon the result of his labours, but he 
could a3 conscientiously congratulate the Charity upon the acquisition of the 
President, He was pleased to sit among the general members of the Committee, 
and he would say in the words of a great orator that his position was one ‘ of 
greater freedom and less responsibility.” : 

After some remarks by Messrs, Morris Abrahams, Moses Davis and M. Harris, 
the Report and Balance-sheet were unanimously adopted, 

The following is an abstract of the Report :— 

In presenting the report for the year 1887, the Commi tee congratulate them- 
selves on the efficient and economical administration of the Iostitution during the 
pa t year. In 1886 the average cost per inmate was about 10s. 6d. per week, show- 
ing then a considerable reduction as c»mpired with former years ; but in 1587 the 


erst was still further roluccod to about 8s. 9d. per head, notwithstanding 


that there was no abatement whatsoever in the c mfortsy enjoyed by the inmates. 
The number of Inmates in the Institution at the commencement of the year 
was 31; at the Election that took*place in March, 6 new inmates were admitted, 
raising the total to 37. Siace then 6 have died and 2 have left the 
Establishment, leaving 22 inmates under its roof at the end of the 
year 1887, The average number of Inmates during the year has been 33, 
In their last report the Committee drew attention to the proposed alteration 
in the mode of electing inmates, and at the Annual Court held in March, the subject 
was discussed and adjourned for the consideration of a Special General Court, to 
meet on the Ist of May. This Court met and decided that in fature all incoming 
irmates should be selected by the Committes, instead of being elected by the 


- Governors and subscribers as heretofore. This decision of the Special General Court 


was sibmitted to the Charity Commissioners, who after considerable delay, sanc- 
tioned the new mode of election which is now in operation. Under the new schemo 
the Committee have admitted 9 inmates—6 male and 3 female—out of a large 
number of applicant», the merits of each case having been carefully investigated by 
a Sub-Committee tpecially appointed for the purpose. 

The receipts amountei to £1378 12s. 10d., included balance from last year £210 
lis. 6d., subscriptions, donations, and sundries, £554 11s, 9d., dividends £159 18s, 1d., 
legacies £203 8s. 6d.,and donation in memory of the: late Baron de Hirsch, £250. 
The cost of maintenance amounted to £891 5s. 5d., and £411 9a, 61, was fanded, 
leaving a balance of £75 17s. 11d. 

The honorary officers were re-elected as follows ; President, Mr, E. L. Franklin; 
Vice-Presidents, Messrs, John Harris, C. C, and Wolfe Isaacs ; Treasurers, Messrs. 8. 
Pool and A. Oppenheimer, Hon. Sec., Mr. M. Davis ; Auditors, Rev, 8. J. Roco and 
Messrs. Charles S. Davis and Lewis Levy, Messrs. Isaac Davis and E. S. Pool were 
added to the Commit‘e>,

STEPNEY JEWISH SCHOOLS. 


The following is a copy of the Report of Her Majes'y’s Tuspector on his recent 
examination at the Stepney Jewish Schools : : 

Boys ScHoOL.—The School is steadily improving, and fairly deserves to be 
rated as excellent. Reading is very good inieed in the higher standards, being 
fluent and expressive. In the standards below ths fourth it is good, but less so in 
the Firet Standard than elsewhere, Spelling is well taught, ors in the Third 
Standard, where it is little better than fair. Composition is very fairly satisfactory. 
Penmanship and ciphering are alike most creditable to the School. Arithmetic is 
but fair in the Sixth Standard, elsewhere it is excellent... The class subjects are in 
a very good condition, cheerfulness and an carnest tone are features of special merit 
in the School. 

GiRLs SCHOOL,—The standard work is most successful, handwriting being 
inferior to the other branches of the work. Arithmetic being of special excellence. 
English is decidedly good. ‘The tone of the School is most pleasing. 

INFANTS’ SCHOOL.—The new desks are a great improvement. A hat porch 
would yet further improve the premises, if one can be arranged for, The conc ition 
of the School reflects the greatest credit on the teachers. It is characterised by a 
quiet and cheerful order, and the instruction is thorough and intelligent. Hand- 
writing in the second class falls below the level of the work elsewhere, —

The 
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SYNAGOGUE ADMINISTRATION, 


Tue decentralising movement in Synagogue local government—combined - 


with strictly Unionist principles—which was the late Lionst Conen’s 
last great contribution to the communal organisation, is already 


beginning to bear fruit. A fresh life is dawning upon many of the consti- 


tuent synagogues of the United Synagogue now that they have an oppor- 
tunity given them for individual development. | 

The essence of the new spirit which is coming over the synagogues is 
to make the rank and file of the seatholders interested in the admi- 
nistrative work. There had been growing up. a tendency to make every- 


thing connected with the executive work an official secret in which only the | 
| Board of Management were supposed to share. There was a distrust on 


the part of the honorary officers, distrust of any “interference” of anyone 
not duly elected. The consequence was that nobody but the “ innner circle ” 


took any interest in the affairs of the synagogue, and both its finances and 


its morale naturally suffered. The “ Shool” to which one belonged had 


almost grown to be an appendage to its own burial ground, and searcely 


showed more signs of life. 

We are beginning to change all.that, or rather matters have never 
been allowed to grow quite so bad. The active members of the community 
became alive to the want: of vitality in the previous system, and the move- 
ment towards centralisation was the outcome of that feeling. It is of course 


too early to prophesy about its success, but there are everywhere signsofa | 


greater individualisation in the various synagogues of London, and this was 
just what was aimed at, One of the most promising of these is the new 
departure in synagogue management initiated by Mr. I. SriELMAN at the 
New West End Synagogue in the issue of an annual report to its 


members. The step indicates a readiness on the part of the honoraty | 


officers to welcome instead. of deprecating any expression of interest 
the seatholders. Without a lively interest on the part of its members 
no collective body can continue itsexistence with unimpaired efficiency., And 
yet, hitherto, no attempt has been made to enlist this sympathy of the seat- 
holders of the constituent synagogues. For instance, at the Great Synagogue, 
since the Union, theexhibition of a general interest in its administration 
has been regarded, if not with disfavour, certainly with misgiving. 

It wasnotalways so. The very “ Shoolism” against which the United 
Synagogue was in a measure a protest, was imbued with too exclusive an 
interest on the part of the o°n3 ya in the affairs of the concern in which 
they had proprietary rights, These ‘ Privileged Me pbers "were conscious 
and proud of their privileges, and formed the army of ‘ Shoolgoers ” on which 


synagogues could rely as steadfastly as in the older days. These ‘ pro-— 


prietors of the house” formed among themselves a kind of club to which they 


had to be elected. There were also the mere “ associates,” so to speak (they 


were really called g'a¢in—sojourners) whose rights were limited to a seat 
in the synagogue and to burial, but—apartfrom the p'n3 ‘y3. Then there 
were the “ country members,” sv to speak, who only contributed M2"pNr pin 
by which they secured all the rights of privileged membership excepting that of 
a seat in the synagogue, and were also elected and “ assessed ” according to 
their presumed means. Both election and assessment have been maintained 
to this day, the only survival of the older order of things. The original 
intention was evidently to grant these privileges to members who by reas on 
of their distance from the synagogue could not attend it. There is an analo- 
gous class nowadays who do not attend synagogue, not from want of proximity, 
but from want of interest, and yet they desire to be attached toa synagogue 
in order that if they do not live, they may at any rate die, as Jews. 
Often such persons rent seats which they pay for and never use, As is 
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but natural, it is the cheapest seats that are selected for this purpose, and 
the consequence is that in many synagogues some of the cheapest seats are 
seldom used, though there are no cheap seats to let to those who can only 
afford to pay a low rental and desire to attend synagogue regularly. 

This state of things can easily be remedied by reviving the old “‘ country 
members” as subscribers to the synagogue ata fixed rate which shall give 
the right of burial and membership of the synagogue, but which will not use 
up a seat that will never be occupied. Besides this, the revival would enable 
many to retain a connection with the synagogue of their youth or of their 
father, though they may be far distant from it, even at the other end of the 
globe. There is probably many a former member of the “ Great Shool ” 
now in the colonies who would gladly keep up his connection with so many 
memories if there were means of doing $0, ae ; 

The new body of subscribers, as they might be called, would be not alone 
a financial, but alsoa moral aid to the synagogues. The feeling of communion 
‘« at the root of all the natural pieties, and the new method allows for an 
expression of this feeling. Synagogues are after all something nore than 
mere prayer-houses, Why should not institutions with these objects hav, 
subscribers, like those of asylums, hospitals and schools, who do not desire 
to reap any benefit from, them, but merely to express their sympathy with 
such objects 

Everyone must welcome the revival of interest in} Shool” matters, and 
everyone can help to encourage it, As the honorary oflicers of the New 
West End Synagogue have seen so clearly, it is only by publicity that interest 
can be kept up. Herein the Press can effect much if its aid is properly 


regarded by the officets. Asa contrast to the New West End Synagogue, 


we may take the case of the Berkeley Street Synagogue which, in this as 
in many other instances, is more conservative than the rest of the London 
synagogues. Its leaders never anticipate any interest to be taken in its man- 
agement by the ordinary seatholders, It has shown the same disregard for 
public opinion by not admitting reporters to its meetings, so that the Jewish 
Press has to depend on the courtesy of members for an occasional report of 
interesting proceedings in the congregation. The position of the Press is 
the index to the standing of acommunity, and it is no wonder if, in these 
circumstances, a want of interest is shown by its members in its management, 
How small is the interest, can be judged from the fact that for 47 years there 
had not been a contested election in the congregation! It is the duty of 
good managers of a synagoguejto make the members interested in its working 
ust asit is the duty of a good government to render its subjects loyal, A 
ittle difference of opinion is healthier than stagnation, 


JEWS’ INFANT SCHOOL, 


The annual distribution of prizes to the teachers of the Jews’ Infant School 

was held on Thursday, the 22nd iost., Mr. F. D. Mocattra, in the Chair. The Countess 
d'Avigdor, Mrs, Lionel Lucas, the Revs, B. Berliner and J. F. Stern. and other ladies 
aud geutlemen interested in the school, were present. 
The Rey. J. A. Simmons, the Hebrew Instructor, in his report for the year, stated 
that the work achieved was highly satisfactory. The Jubilee Essay Prizes of £5 
(presented last year by Master Harold Wiener) on“ The Rise and Development of 
Sovereignty in Bible Times,” and “ The Mosaic Jubilee,” were examined by Mrs. E. 
H. d’Avigdor and Mr, Claude G, Moutefiore, who expressed their belief that the 
writers had a great and thorough knowledge of the subject. Lady Magnus, who 
had examined the essays for the Evelina Prizes, stited in her report that the 
general impression left on her was“ that of minds well ivatructed, the knowledge 
acquired is by nomeans inconsiderable, and the actual scholarship of the papers, 
both let and 2nd class, isgood.” Mr. Simmons wrote that his object had been to 
enable the young teachers to undertake conscientious] y the work of teaching 
thorough Hebrew toa classof juniors, and if they sought employment elsewhere 
that they should be able to add to their scholastic attainments a knowledge of a 
training in the casentials of Hebrew and Religion. The number of students was 34 
and the average percentage, $4. ‘The report concluded with an ex pression of thanks 
to the donors of prizes, and of praise of the Head Mistress, Miss Harris, and tho 
President of the classes, Miss Maers. | 

Mr. F. D,. Mocarra having distributed the prizes, paid a flattering tribut: to 
the labours of the Rey. Mr. Simmons, whose special manner of teaching he consi- 
dered to he of the highest importance to those who had to train others, Mr. Mocatta 
expressed his regrot that Hebrew wasso much neglected, and he, therefore hoped 
thatin the Jows Infant School, wherea happier state of things existed, the te ae 
would prokt hy the excellent eching they roceived, The future of Ju 
retail with them, and he trusted they would inculvate a true mor 
epirit in the minds of the little ones placed under their eare.

Some minor 
alterations have been made in the synagogue service, such as the recital of the 
prayer for the royal family in English, The report of the School eam 
recounts a mort credi'able progress. The result of the examination by Her Majesty's 
Inspector was a great improvement on the previous year ; the average percentage 
of passes being 96, as compared with 90, and the amoant of grant earned being 
£584 12+, 6d., as against £303 8s. While so much has been achieved in secular 
inetruction there bas been no diminution io the attention to Hebrew and Religion. 
The school was examined by the Rev. G. J. Emanuel, who reported that the cor dition 
of the studies was satisfactory, and calculated that 89 per cent. had paseed in all 
subjects, as compared with &8 per cent. at the preceding examination. The good 
results of the training afforded in the congregational schools can be seen, says the 
Report, inthe demeanour of a large body of young men and young women, former 
pupils, all of whom indicate tbe advantages they have reaped, and will materially 
strengthen the community and add to its reputation. The number of children on 
the books is 367 against 380 at the corresponding period of last year. The decrease 
is attributable only to the fact that the number of members of the congregation, 
from which the children attending the schools are drawn, is diminishing ra'her than 
increasiug.
